hiding places from each other. 


Xervous persons should always ex-

at the ballot box, it is to be sincerely 
hoped that no mistake will be made 
n determining just •where and what 
part of our beautiful 
pital shall be located.

there should be a free opportunity 
offered to all of our people to express 
their opinions oa the subject, and we 
think the 
best way to do this is 


through the 
columns of the press 


Nor should, our authorities be too 
hasty in taking action upon a subject 
of such vital importance. There are 
many things to be taken into consid- 
eration before the question is decided 
definitely. 


In the first place, we should not fail 


to take into account that we are build- 
ing this hospital, not for today, or 
for this year 01 for next, but for many 
years to come. Our city is rapidly 
growing in population, in. every di- 
rection, and as a consequence the 
location should be selected, not in thf> 
heart or leading thoroughfare as out 
city now stands, but we should look 
to the future as well when our cit> 
will hare doubled its population as 
it will most certainly do within the 
next twenty yeais 


All the leading hospitals that arc 


now being built m our large cities to- 
day are located in some beautiful 
suburb away from the din of city life. 
A hospital is a place where all kinds 
of cases are treated—those 
suffering 


from nervous troubles,- as well as in- 
juries received by accidents of various 
kinds. Now we all know that these 
cases require that in order that their 
recovery should be permanent that 
they should be in a quarter whera 
there should, be as little noise as pos- 
sible to disturb their repose. This can 
only be accomplished -where the hos- 
pital, and its surroundings as weil. 
should be in a portion ot our city least 
exposed to these annoyances. 


Some one -has suggested that the
